‘Program’ Method 


The term ‘‘program m ed” re­ 
fers to a particular method of 
presenting 
information 
to 
be 
learned. This information is pre­ 
sented in units called “fram es” , 
each of which contains a short, 
factual statem ent and a question 
relating specifically to that fact. 
A fter 
the 
student 
reads 
the 
statem ent and answers the ques­ 
tion, he is directed to the next 
fram e where the process is re­ 
peated. In addition, each subse­ 
quent fram e contains the correct 
answ er to the question in the 
previous frame. Thus, the stu­ 
dent learns in “ small step s;” ne 
is made to “ respond immediate­ 
ly” by answering questions, and 
he 
is “ rewarded” 
for his re­ 
sponses by being able to check 
his 
answers as 
he progresses 
from fram e to frame. Moreover, 
programm ed m aterial is geared 
to ensure success and, in turn, 
nurture interest in learning. 
Explaining some of the advan­ 
tages of programmed reading, 
Jan et Goss, principal of the Del- 
worth 
School 
in 
Cerpertino, 
Calif., 
stated 
that each 
child 
may progress at a rate accord­ 
ing to his own ability; since all 
the children are engaged in read­ 
ing, the teacher has time to help 
salie n ts individually; toe vocao- 
ulary is controlled so that chil­ 
dren are able to “sound out” 
each new word as they meet it 
in 
their 
workbooks; 
punctua­ 
tion is taught as a part of the 
reading program ; 
the children 
are able to write, spell and sound 
out each wold they are able to 
read; 
the child assum es more 
responsibility 
since 
he 
checks 
and corrects his own work, with 
tile exception of the tests; the 
average child m akes between 5 0 
and IOO correct written respons­ 
es during a fa-hr. loading period. 
'Inc* m aterial presented is in­ 
teresting and challenging to the 
children 
and, 
as 
tihe program 
progresses, more factual mater­ 
ial is presented in longer stories 
calling for greater comprehen­ 
sion. 
During a five-month period be­ 
ginning 
in Januray, 
1 964 , 
two 
teachers in the Tillson School, 1 
Mrs. Katherine Huben and Mrs. j 
Helene Power, familiarized them- ! 
selves with the philosophy, tech­ 
nique 
and 
m aterials of 
“ Pro­ 
gram m ed Reading’’ by Webster 
Publishing Company. Using “ Pro­ 
gram m ed Reading’’, kindergarten 
children first learn the alphabet. 
Then, 
they 
learn 
lo 
associate 
certain 
symbols 
with 
letters, 
such as the “ a ’’ in ant, the “ rn” 
in mat, die “ n” in nut, or the 
“ t” in ten. Only after the chil­ 
dren m aster a number of pre­ 
scribed sounds are they permit­ 
ted to progress to a primer work­ 
book. Tests, used in conjunction 
with the workbooks, help to de­ 
termine when a child should ad­ 
vance to the next book. 
'llhe 
experiment 
with 
“ Pro­ 
gram m ed Reading’ was begun at 
the Tillson School in September, 
1 964 . Thirty-eight pupils, in two 
first grade classes, were select­ 
ed 
to 
participate. 
One 
class 
served as the control group and 
the other class of nineteen first- 
graders 
comprised 
the 
experi­ 
mental group. While the experi­ 
mental group followed the “ Pro­ 
gram m ed 
Reading’’ 
sequence, 
using 
the 
books, 
charts, 
tests 
and supplementary readers, the 
control group utilized the school 
district’s regular basal reading 
program made up of the Allyn- 
Bacon, 
Ginn, 
and 
Scott-Fores- 
man texts. 
The experimental study at the 
Tillson School verified the ad­ 
vantages crf “ Program m ed Read­ 
ing’’ as stated by Mrs. Goss. 
Significant gains were made by 
the children in the experimental 
group in their ability to perform 
in standardized tests for word- 
knowledge 
and 
word-classifica- 
tion. It was found, 
also, 
that 
children 
with 
speech 
defects 
were helped. 
Plans have been formulated to 
continue the study with the sam e 
groups of children at the sec­ 
ond grade level during the school 
year 1 965 -1 966. In this way, chil­ 
dren’s progress can be evalu­ 
ated individually over an extend­ 
ed period of time and further 
comparisons can be made with 
the control group. 
“ Program m ed Reading’’ is not 
a panacea — a cure-all — for the 
problems of reading, nor does it 
profess to be. However, it has 
proven to be a challenging, ex­ 
citing, new method of instruction 
in reading which has merited our 
study.
